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as I had done, and might think, per⸗ 
haps, I was therein deceiv'd. 
I was at this Time extreamly un- 


willing to dreſs again, 'till I had gi- 


ven a freer Vent: and attempted the 
Search once more with my Probe, 
yet ſtill without Succeſs: At laſt preſ- 
ſing hard down upon one Side of the 
ſtrongly reſiliating Dura Mater, a ſmall 
Drop of Matter blubber'd out of the 
aforeſaid Papilla, which Mr. Warden 
perceiving, immediately took out a 
fine Probe from his Box, and preſſing 
gently down, got in; very, readi- 
ly giving Way to make an Apertion : 

whilſt his Probe which he bore up un- 
derneath, was to guide my Lancet: 
with which Direction! paſſed the ſame 
in, and made a Wound about a Quar- 
ter of an Inch in Length; when exa- 
mining more narrowly with the Probe, 
we found (having not the Diſcharge 
we expected) that it was got betwixt 
the Duplicature of the Membrane; fo 
that without Delay, examining again, 

he ſoon got under to the Pia Mater, 
when raiſing up the Part as before 
with his Probe, I cut cloſe to * 
Side 
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Side thereof, till I had made a Wound 
of half an Inch, by which we diſ- 
charg'd a vaſt Quantity of ſtinkipg 
Pus, inter ſpere with two or three 
ſmall Globules of the Cortex of the 
Brain. 

By this laſt Inciſion, we were put to 
a Dilemma: a ſmall Capillary Artery 
being divided in the inmoſt Coat of 
this Membrane. Here was no Place tor 
biting Stiptics, nor indeed for the 
common Reſtringents ; ſome | art of 
which, with the utmoſt Care, maſt in- 
evitably fall in upon the Brain, and 
there produce very bad Effects, if not 
the moſt direful Symptoms: Nor was 
there, by any reſiſting Body under- 
neath, any hope that by Compreſlion, 
we could ſtay the Flux. 

The Moment of its ſpurting up, Mr. 
H—— with an armed Probe preſt cloſe 
upon the Mouth thereof, which did 
me double Service, by reſtraining its 
Bleeding and dilating the Wound, 
whilſt I conveyed a Doflil ty'd round 
with Thread, whoſe End hung out 
for the ſecure Extraction, dipt in the 
above-mentioned Mel Roſarum, into

Dura Mater plainly to do the Office of 


a Pump, throwing off at every Syſtale

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a large Quantity of the offenſive Mat- 
ter, together with ſeveral conſiderable 


Thrombi of the grumous Blood, which 


had been effus'd from the bleeding 
Artery, and fallen inwardly upon the 
Yann, | 
At this Dreſſing likewiſe I appre- 
hended ſome ſmall Particles of the 
Brain, mixed with the Matter and 
Blood aforeſaid. 3 
Thus we continued on the mend- 
ing Hand: So that in few Days more 
our little Patient began to call for his 
Play-Fellows, and walk'd ſturdily a- 
bout the Chamber. The Matter dai- 
ly leſſen'èd, grew perfectly ſweet and 
well concocted: altho” ſtill fame Quan- 
tity thereof (upon Removal of the 
Dreſſings) we could diſcern to be lifted 
out by the Vibration of the Membrane, 
whoſe proper Elater (as I juſt now hint- 
ed) well ſupply'd the Place of the Autlia 
or Sucker in the Pump or Syringe, caſt- 
ing off the offending Matter, ſo far as 
lay within the Spheer of its Activity.

even with the Superfice of the Crani- 
um; about which Time I left off the 
the Mel. Roſ. unleſs a ſmall Pledgit 
upon the wounded Part of it: uſing 
nothing but dry Lint, which however 
deſpicable, is ſurely the beſt of Dreſ- 


| ſings at theſe Times, by which and a 


ſlight Touch of the Vitriol Stone, I 
kept off the luxuriant Fleſb (at ſome- 
times troubleſome, when 1mproperly 
treated) and diſpoſed the Edges of the 
Bones for Deſquamation, which in 
Seven Weeks Time was accompliſh'd : 
A ſmall Part only, and that upon one 
Side, exfoliating viſibly. 

By the 10th of May, our incarned 
Fleſh grew callous, the Pulſation un- 
derneath but little perceptible, and 
a ſound Cicatrix brought over to 
the very Edge of the Apertion, 
which had Ko made upon the 
Dura Mater; and thro' which we _ 

ill 
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ſtill a Diſcharge of laudable Pas, tho 
inconſiderable to what it had been. 

We kept him all this while to his 
firſt Allowance of Water-gruel, Pana- 
do, Barley-ernel, Milk, Pottage ; his 
Drink chiefly Milt boil'd with Wa- 
ter ; but growing brisk, and playing 
about as cheerfully as ever, when he 
had been purged two or three times 
with Manna, he had the Liberty of a 
more free and airy Chamber, and in- 
deed treſpaſs'd fo far as to get down 
Stairs, to eat (tho' ſparingly) freſh 
Meat every other Day; and could 
not be reſtrained from all his uſual 
Exerciſes and Diverſions. | 

Our Buſineſs now was to contrive 
the keeping- open the Wound I had 
made in the Dura Mater, which was 
ready to cloſe upon us, tho' of the 
utmoſt Conſequence to be kept there- 
from, whilſt there was any Matter to 

be dreined off. | 
Mr 5B — being got abroad, was 
eaſily prevail'd upon to give us a Vi- 
ſit, and having inſpected the Work, 
paſſed in his Probe down to the Pia 
Mater. but finding no ſlanting Sinus, 
only 
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only a direct one to the Brain, concluded 


there was no dilating; for indeed, 


where could we cut, unleſs upon this 
lower Meninx, or into the Brain it 
ſelf, Our Work was all in the dark: 
Nor could we know the Source of the 
Matter, daily diſcharging in ſmall 
Quantity; ſo that all we could do, 
was to prevent the Coalition of the 
Wound, hoping that in Time the ſaid 
Matter might be cleanſed off, or in- 
ſinuate it ſelf up higher into the ad- 
ventitious Body that was there formed 
from the Veſlels and Membranes cir- 
cumjacent, when we might with more 
Safety enlarge, and give a freer Vent. 

For keeping the Wonnd open, 
which was the more difficult in Con- 
ſideration of the Part, I propoſed a 
little Cannula, but he rather preferr d 
a Bit of Sponge Tent, which he 
thought would not only lye much ea- 
lier, "bat imbibing the Matter, diſ- 
charge it at the ſame Time. 

With this 1 comply'd, and put in a 
ſmall Peice, faſten'd abont with a 
String on the upper Part. 

ä Next 
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Next Day, when I came to open 
the Wound, I found the Matter (as | 
feard) was entirely pent in; nor had 
one Drop of it paſſed either by the 
Sides, or thro” the Pores of the Sponge; 
bat drawing the ſame forth by the 
Thread, a conſiderable Quantity (col- 
lected in the Twenty Four Hours paſt) 
gaſht forth, and continued to be 
thrown off by the Syſtole of the Dare 
Mater, till it had empty'd the Cavi- 
ty of all it could lift up. 

The Orifice being now enlarged by 
the Tent: I apply'd a ſmall Pledgit 
of Liniment on the outſide; having 
before-hand dropped in with a Fea- 
ther, a Drop or two of Mel Roſ. and 
obſerved this Way of Dreſſing, till 
breaking aſunder the uniting Fibres, 
with my Probe, where they were rea- 
dy to coaleſce; and dipping its End 
in Oyl, beſmear'd, the Lips of the 
Wound, by which Means the Matter 


which became now again inconfidera- 
ble, made its Way without Obſtacle. 
And thus we continu'd to the mid- 
dle of May; our young Gentleman 
growing fleſuy, and enjoying a bet-

not before obſerv'd, 


ſolved, 
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ter State of Health than he had done 
ſome Years before. 

About this Time, meeting my Neigh- 
bour Dr. Morton, and my Brother 
Blundel, in Conſultation at another 
Place; and paſſing by my Patient's 
Houſe, I invited them to walk in, 
where they ſaw him dreſs'd, and took 
a View of the extracted Bones. Mr. 
B — had the Curioſity again to ex- 
amine the Wound, and having the 
Probe ſtreight down for about half 
an Inch, diſcovered a ſlanting Sinzz, 
as very likely 
but lately made: when drawing it 
forth, to bend the End, he paſled the 
ſame in again, and lifting up the Ex- 
tremity, we could perceive it near an 
Inch diſtant from the Place it enter'd. 

Having made this Diſcovery, I re- 
if the Diſcharge continued 
much longer, or any Symptom re- 
turn'd, to cut into this Cavity: For 
[ had taken Notice that ſeveral of our 
late Dreſſings had been diſturbed from 
the Childs Scratching : Inſomuch 
that altho' the ſame Bandage was all 
along continued, yet by the Diſtur- 
bance 
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bance from breeding of Lice, from 
Dandrif, or Humour under the Cut:- 
cle ſome one or all theſe Cauſes, there 
grew ſo tronbleſome an Irching, that 
in the Night he had got all off: The 
Wound was upon cloſing, and a dry 
crulty Scurf, or caked Matter had 
choaked up the Orifice, 

The ſame Day the By-ſtanders had 
obſerv'd a Sort of Rigour had ſeiz d 
him, which went off in a,Moment, 
Whilſt I was dreſſing him next Day, 
I perceived ſomewhat of that Kind, 
and asked him what he ailed, he 
reply'd briskly enough, he could not 
tell, nor could he help it. 

The Wound was again open'd by 
the Digeſtive I had apply'd the Day 
before; and the ſcabby Cruft caſt off, 
with a ſmall Quantity of Matter as 
uſual. To prevent the like Inconve- 
nience of rubbing off his Dreſſings, 
I laid over my Pledgit a more adhe- 
five Emplaſter, clipt the Hair cloſe, 
and rolling up his Head, carefully cau- 
tion'd him to keep his Hands off. 

I was very much concerned at theſe 
Rigours, and fearfull leſt the Matter 

ſhould 
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ſhould have got into the Blood, or 
tainted the Nerves, by inſinuatin 
it ſelf thro' the Cortical Part of the 
Brain: but did not expect the Sur- 
prize ſo ſudden; for early the next 
Morning I was alarmed with the 
d News, that the Child was ſeized with 
a violent Condulſion. I haſten'd, and 
d found him ſenſeleſs, very ſtrongly 
d Wtwitcht on the contrary Side: The

Having made this Proviſion, the 
beſt I could ſarmiſe, for his Relief; 
whilſt the Medicines were preparing, 
I had him taken out of Bed, and 
ſtrongly ſupported upon the Knees of 
an Attendant. I took off the Dreſ- 
ſings, which were in a Manner dry, 
and paſſing a Probe, (there being no 

oom either for Sciſſars or Directour) 
into the Sinus diſcover'd two Days 
before, and turning in the ſame, I felt 
the End as formerly: taking out my 
Knife, I carefully cut thro* upon my 
Probe, and let out the ſame: In do- 
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ing this we loſt no Blood; nor can I 
ſay indeed any Matter was let out; 
ſo that filling up the Wound 1 had 
now made, with a Doſſil arm d with 
Liniment, a nd moiſten'd with the warm 
Balſ. Terebinth, with a Pledgit of the 
ſame over it, and the uſual Plaiſter, 
Compreſs and Bandage, he was laid 
again in his Bed, where preſently after 


I perceiv'd the Spaſer grew milder. 


Returning to him in the After- 
noon, 1 heard they had held him in 
the Manner I left him, for near an 
Hour; that he had been ſeized with 
two or three Fits ſince, but from the 
firſt Paroxyſm they obſerv'd a Palſey 
on the Arm of the Side affected, which 
was thereby become incapable of Mo- 
tion; for the Relief of which I thus

In the Evening 1 retarn'd again, 
found the Child ſenſible: his Fits had 
been off and on, at two or. three 
Hours Diſtance : He then complain'd 
of being ſick, and retcht to vomit; 
his . Head-ach. alſo, was very trouble.

May the 1875, which was. the Day 
after —_— Convulſions, I undreſt his 
Head, and found all things had an ill 
Aſpect: The Wound was indigeſted, 
the Lips puffed up, and riſen to a con- 
ſiderable Heighth above the reſt of the 
Parts; diſcharging only a bloody. Se- 
rusu. 

i fomented again as I had — 
thro' the whole Courſe of my Atten- 
dance, ordering each Time the Fot us 
was taken from the Fire, two Spoonfulls 
of the Ag. Hungaric. to be put there- 
in, apply'd ſeveral warm Stuphs, and 


with my Digeſtive made up as before. 


At this Time I obſerv'd a Lypothuma, 
on which Account, I haſtend them to 


lay 
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lay him down in his Bed, adminiſtring 
ſome Drops of the Sp. Lavend. in a 
little of the Julep. | 

He continu'd ſenſible all that Day; 
ſtill crying out of his Head, but at 
Night was delirous at ſome Times. 

The next Day I perceiv'd the Wound 
was crude ſtill, and no Sign of Mat- 
ter: The turgid Lips turning livid,and 
a very languid Oſcillation underneath. 
The whole Membrane, ſo far as had 
been bare, to the very Edges of the 
fractur'd Cranium, was ſtange ly huft 
up or elevated. 

1 paſſed my Probe down cautiouſly 
upon the Pia Mater, and could feel 
all round, a pappy Excreſcens, which 
had incarn'd upon the lower Mem- 
brane, or was formed together with 


the upper and the adjacent Veſſels, 


from whence aroſe (upon drawing 
back my Inſtrument) a ſmall Quantity 
of Matter, a 
I now ventur'd to drop in a little 
of my Balſ.

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May the 20th, he grew com atoſe, 
crying faintly now and then, his 
Head, and dropt afſeep. That Night 
his Spaſmrs return'd, with which the 
Paralytic Arm was chiefly and ſevere- 
ly handled, The Wound tending to 
gangreen: which I ſcarrify'd, ſnipping 
off ſome Part of the Lips at the ſame 
Time, but had little or no Blood fol- 
lowing either my Sciſſats or Lancet. 
Seeing now no Advantage to be 
gained, but only Diſturbance to the 
Child, I dreſt him for that Time, with 
a ſomewhat warmer Application, on 
Account of the Gangreen; conclu- 
ding to give neither my ſelf, nor him,

any more Trouble. 

That Day and next the Convulſion, 
were ſeldom off; and when they 
were, he was perfectly ſtupid : Some- 
times indeed he wonld attempt to 
ſpeak, but could not. 

However, on the 22d, finding him 
ktill alive, I thought it would be deem- 
ed an Omiſſion, if I did not inſpect 
his Wound: And as he lay along, I 
took off the Dreſſings, found the Lips 
Habby and ſubſiding, ſo far from ap- 

| pearing 
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pearing to digeſt, that every thing 
tended to a ſuddenly approaching 
Death. Having cover'd up his Head 
again, I took my Leave. 

The next Day, which was the 
23d of May, I had Notice given me, 
he was dead. 

Thus did this little Hero, of truly 


| Manly Courage, who had ſtruggled 


under, and got thro' ſo many Difficul- 
ties, and feemed now in vulgar Eſti- 
mation, to have been well and out of 
_— for along Time paſt, at laſt de- 
ceaſe, after Fourſcore and Four Days. 
And indeed had there been nothing 
more than the Fracture and Depreſſion 
(how defperate ſoever they might 
ſeem) yet his Cure had been com- 
pleated in a much ſhorter Time, But 


_ conſidering the large Abſceſs upon the 


Pia Mater, its Rupture or Eroſion, 
from whence there iſſued (as Mr. 
H— can teſtifie) ſome of the outward

the contrary, that the Child ſhould 
eat, drink and fleep, as actively tum- 
bling about with his Companions, and 
as ready (if he had not been pre- 
vented) to ſtand upon his Head, as 
any of em all. ö 

I am very confident, I ſhould not 
have magnify'd my own Judgment, 
Had I ſucceeded in this Cure, which 
the Gentleman aforeſaid was pleas'd 
to allow would have been one of 
the greateſt had been perform'd in 
England; and if ſo, I think I may ſay, 
Elſewhere. As it was, I thought there 
would intervene ſomewhat worthy 
of Remark; and accordingly (as I ge- 
nerally do of rare Caſes) I made this 
Ephemeris ; which if it ſhould not 
furniſu Matter of Inſtruction, as I 
hope it may, to my younger Bro- 
ther; yet will it let him ſee, how 
near he may come to the Accompliſh-

The Day after his Death, I took 
with me a ſmall Capital Saw, * | 2 

„ 2 In 
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diſſecting Knife, and placing the Head 
to my Advantage, I divided the Scalp! 
from the Baſe of the Occiput, cloſe 
by the Sagittal Suture, to the Top of 
the Forehead ; then turning it down, 
together with the Temporal Muſcle, 
which I raiſed at the ſame Time, 
over the Ear of the wounded Side of 
the Head: With the back of .my 
Knife I clear'd off the Pericranium - 
And with my Saw, (guided by a Line 
of Ink I had drawn before-hand, on 
the Top as well as on that Side, )I gor 
thro' the Skull ; which being remov'd 
with the End of my Spathula, the right 
Hemiſphere of the Brain, I found 
would come into View, by only clin- 
ping off the Dura Mater. But before 
began to meddle with this latter, 
having rais'd up the Side of the Sku/, 
I took ſpecial Notice of that Part of 
the Membrane which I had formerly 
divided or cut into, and of the ſub- 
jacent Pia Mater and Cerebrum. 

I perceiv'd there had been ingen- 
dred a fibrous Subſtance, but whether 
ſpringing from the tender Meninx, 
or complicated together of both Men- 
R branes

branes and Veſſels, was not ſo eafje 
to determine. Two or three Days 
before, it ſeem'd to be an Inch thick, 
but after Death, growing flabby, it 
parted upon the leaſt Touch, and was 
fallen off from the upper Membrane, 
tho' here and there continuous with 
the under one. 3 
When I had remov'd this interpo- 
ſing Body, I expected to find ſome la- 
tent Abſceſs upon the Subſtance of the 
Brain, at leaſt upon the Pia Mater: 
Where all that was confpicuous (an 
Indication there had been fuch) were 
the larger Ramifications of the San- 
guiferous Veſſels, upon the Surface of 
the Membrane, whoſe Cavities, inſtead 
of their naturally contained Cruor, 
were implete with a tranſparent Paz : 
More eſpecially thoſe upon the ante- 
rior Lobe, under the Os Froxtis, where 
the Head-ach was at firſt, as well as 
at the laſt, continually pointed to. 
Cutting into the Cortical Part of the 
Brain, I found all free and clear, as 
in a found State: The Ventricles like -

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Cerebel} were firm, and to the Eye un- 
tainted. 

Being now minded to take a View 
of the other Side, I divided the Falx, 
and (without ſawing off that Part of 
the Cranium) with my Hand, brought 
out the left Hemiſpheer : The Veſſels 
on whoſe Surface, in like Manner with 
the right, were conſpicuouſly turgid 
with the ſame Matter, a little of which, 
here and there, was ſhed upon the 
Cortex of the Brain At the firſt Sight, 
I thonght it might lie on the Outfide 
of the Pia Mater; but going over 
gently with the Back of my Knife, 
and wiping alſo with a ſoft Sponge, 
found it not removed: So that in 
ſeveral Places, opening the Membrane 
with the Point of my Lancet, I per- 
ceiv'd it lay immediately upon the

Hereas it is aſually reported, 
that after boring a Hole in 
the Skull, which the Surgeons call Tre- 
panuing, there is a Silver or Gold Plate

| mation: Nor had I given my ſelf a 


Trouble of this Nature (for which I 
hazard being laught at by every Artiſt) 
had I not frequently met, as well with 


thoſe of a diſcerning Faculty enough 


in other Matters, who had [rallowd 
this

this Deluſion, as with the more eaſi- 

ly deceived vulgar Apprehienſions. 
Whilſt I was treating my Patient 

in the preceeding Narration, a Perſon 

of more Figure indeed, than Capaci- 


ty, aſſerted to my Face as the moſt 
aſſured Truth, that ſhe had ſeen one 


of theſe Plates in a Mull juſt bored. 


A Second (as cunning as the former) 
ſtrenuouſly avouched that her own 
Husband, upon an Accident having 
undergone this Operation, had a Plate 
ſhe ſce put in, and which many Years 
after, he carry'd with him to his 
Grave. 

A By-ſtander looking over others 
Shoulders, whilſt I was laying a Piece 
of white Sar ſuet, into the Hole made 
in the Child's Sul, which we call a 


Syndon, (and which I verily believe 


hath often contributed to this vulgar 
Errour) went away, and reported he 
had ſeen the Plate fix'd in. 

Now if they confider what Diſtur- 
bance they meet with, if any extra- 
neous Body be thruſt into the Fleſh, 
which has no Quiet *till remov'd, or 
till the Place apoſtemates or feſters, 


and 
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and throws it out: They would ſee 
the Impoſſibility of this Plate's uniting 
with, or growing to the Bone, where 
it cannot lie long, without putrifying 
the Fleſh, rotting the Skull, and drop- 
ping in upon the Brain But if ſome 
Practitioners have been ſo baſe, as to 
contribute to this egregious Impoſi ti- 
on on Mankind, 't is not ſtrange that 
the People ſhould ſpread the Rumour, 
and deceive one another. 

Thus I was told by a Surgeon * 
to the Sea (too many of whom are 
apt to take the Traveller's Authority) 
who openly acknowledg'd, that un- 
der the Neceſſity of a Gold Plate 
(which he put in, and after convey'd 
away) to fill up the Hole in his Pa- 
tient's Head, he had got more from 
him, than he could afterwards, for 
his Cure. 

Farther, that we may ſee the Na- 
ture and Prevalency of ſpreading Er- 
rour. One of my own Patients, as 
I have been inform'd, that (he might 
appear the greater Object of their 
Wonder, tho' ſhe knew every Time 
{he told her Story, ſhe was telling a 
Lye 
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Lye of the firſt Magnitude: would 
often aſſert, ſhe carry'd one of theſe 
Plates in her Head ; neither wanted 
ſhe for Vouchers, among(t ſuch as 
fancy'd $hey could plainly feel it. 
To put a final Stop therefore to this 
'Errour, ſo far at leaſt as this Publica- 
tion reacheth, and farther to gratifie 
the Inquiſitive, who may want to be 
informed how the Hole is filled up: 
They are to conceive, that a new 
Fleſh is engender'd after few Days up- 
on the skin that covers the Brain 
and raiſeth it ſelf up even (by the 
Help of Art) to the outer Edge of 
8 the Rull, where ſoon after it hardens 
into what the Surgeons call a Callas, 
the ſaid Callus skin'd over, in ſome 
longer Time, becoming as hard as 
any other Part of the Skull it ſelt.
